To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Burgesses  of  the  Borough  of  Buxton, 
Mr,  Ma3^or,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1958. 

This  report  is  compiled  on  similar  lines  to  last  year  v.ith 
minor  modification  to  comply  with  suggestions  from  the  Ministry 
of  Health.  The  first  seven  months  of  the  period  were 

covered  b3’-  my  predecessor,  Dr.  Cochrane,  to  whom  I am  indebted 
for  the  records  forming  the  basis  of  the  report  for  that  part, 
and  the  vital  statistics  are  based  on  information  supplied  by 
the  Registrar  General  Office. 

Buxton  is  situated  on  the  upper  reaches  of  the  Y/ye  at  an 
elevation  of  approximately  ,000  feot  above  sea  level. 

The  mid-year  population  is  19 j 250  of  whom  a large  part  are 
engaged  directly  cr  indireccl.v  in  the  work  of  running  a first 
class  small  holiday  resort  and  spa^  A further  proportion 

find  their  emploj^miont  in  the  nearby  important  lime-stone 
quarries  to  the  north-east  and  south  of  the  area  and  also  in 
an  important  light  industrial  undertaking  in  Chapel-en-le-Frith. 

The  general  health  of  the  District  has  been  good 
throughout  the  period,  a‘’.tliough  the  death  rate  at  14.2  vi^here 
the  comparability  factor  of  0.93  has  been  applied  is  higher 
than  that  for  England  and  Wales  and  higher  than  for  the 
previous  year,  vi^hen  it  v/as  alm.cst  the  same  as  that  for  the 
remainder  of  the  Country,  The  basis  for  this  increased 

rate  is  an  incioase  of  seventy-five  or  y5%  over  the  number  of 
deaths  for  the  previous  year.  During  the  year  an  increase 

occurred  in  malignant  disease,  which  at  45  in  number  is  13  up, 
with  a jump  in  Lung  Cancer  from  5 cases  to  9 - no  less  than 
eight  occurring  in  maloso  Y/ith  regard  to  lung  cancer, 

while  all  the  factors  ard  causotion  are  unknovm,  statistical 
evidence  implicates  both  atmospheric  pollution  and  cigarette 
smoking.  The  battle  to  cleanse  our  air  from  atmospheric 

pollution  will  need  pro].onged  concentrated  efforts  by  all  the 
authorities  concerned  and  involve  not  only  considerable 
expenditure,  but  also  more  complicated  research  into  certain 
industrial  manufacturing  methods  before  it  can  be  won,  while 
cigarette  smoking  is  a matter  for  the  individual  himself  to 
control.  The  less  one  smokes,  the  smaller  ones  chances  of 

d;3’'ing  from  lung  cancer . The  confirmed  addict  v/ould  do 

well  to  cu.'G  down,  while  the  adolescent  would  do  well  to  pause 
before  starting  a personal  habit  injurious  to  his  health  which 
is  both  difficult  to  abandon  and  expensive  to  maintain  and  the 
cause  incidentally  of  considerable  annual  damage  duo  to  fire.

Death  from  various  types  of  heart  disease  vi^as  the  other 
principal  cuase  showing  a considerable  increase,  and  the 
numbers  at  I36  v/as  53  greater  than  those  in  the  previous  year. 
Coronary  disease  increased  from  37  to  66  affecting  males  and 
females  in  almost  equal  proportions.  This  important 

cause  of  death,  since  it  tends  to  affect  the  professional 
classes  and  often  at  a relatively  early  age,  needs  and  is 
getting  further  research  and  it  may  Y\^ell  be  established  that 
an  injudicious  diet,  with  particular  reference  to  the  amount 
of  fat  consumed,  together  with  lack  of  regular  exercise  may  be 
more  important  than  the  traditional  cause  - mental  anxiety  and 
overY/'ork,  Accidents  accounted  for  8 deaths,  of  which 

only  2 v/ere  due  to  traffic  accidents  and  one  ¥/clcomes  the 
initiative  of  the  Council  in  playing  a major  part  in  the 
inauguration  of  a Home  Safety  Committee,  One  feels  sure 

this  venture  v/ill  prove  over  the  years  to  be  a sound  proposition, 
since  deaths  from  accidents  in  the  home  exceed  those  on  the 
roads,  a fact  which  is  not  alv/ays  appreciated. 

The  town  has  an  abundeint  v/ater  supply  v/hich  is  extremely 
well  managed  on  modern  lines  by  a competent  staff  with  a high 
code  of  conduct.  The  water  is  a soft  one  and  special 

precautions  have  to  be  taken  to  guard  against  plumbo  solvency. 

The  fluoride  content  of  the  v/at^r  is  low  and  this  is  doubly 
unfortunate  since  this  dificiency  together  v/ith  the  inability 
of  the  Education  Authority,  in  spite  of  repeated  attempts  to 
recruit  a School  Dental  Officer,  is  having  a serious  effect  on 
the  dental  condition  of  the  child  population  as  a whole  and  in 
spite  of  the  strenuous  work  put  in  by  various  genohal  dental  ' 
practitioners.  The  addition  of  fluorine  to  make  up  this 

deficiency  would  be  possible  but  would  entail  some  expense, 
but  might  -well  be  acceptable  in  a town  such  as  this  since  it  is 
found  that  fluoridation  of  ’..rater  supplies,  now  a standard 
practice  in  much  of  the  UoS.A.  is  easier  to  introduce  v/here  the 
population  are  on  the  AYholu  of  a higher  intelligence. 

Modernisation  of  the  Sev/age  Disposal  v/orks  is  nov/  half 
completed  and  still  requires  the  implementation  of  the  second 
final  stage  before  an  entirely  satisfactory  e.ffluent  can  be 
produced. 

Housing  conditions  generally  in  the  borough  are 
satisfactory 5 with  a high  proportion  of  post-war  houses, 

Hov/ever,  some  of  the  older  properties,  especially  of  the  larger 
type,  are  in  imminent  danger  of  deterioration.  The  remedy 

may  v/ell  lie  in  the  increased  use  of  Improvement  Grants  by 
bringing  the  provisions  of  the  present  discretionary  grant  and 
the  foreshadowed  standard  grant  to  the  notice  of  house  ovmers 
by  every  possible  means  and  by  making  the  procedure  for  their 
application  as  speedy  and  simple  compatible  with  the  statutory 
requirements. 

Difficulties  have  arisen  from  time  to  time  during  the 
year  Yfith  regard  to  the  provision  of  residential  accoi-nmodation 
for  the  aged  and  in  one  instance  action  had  to  be  taken  under 
Section  hi  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1947  - nevertheless 
these  difficulties  could  well  have  been  much  greater  without 
the  ready  co-opL,ration  of  the  Officers  of  the  County  Welfare 
Department  or  the  Hospital  authority.  Every  effort  must 

be  made  to  keep  the  aged  for  as  long  as  possible  in  their  own 
homos  and  possibly  more  use  might  be  made  of  the  County 
Councils  Home  Help  organisation  in  contributing  to  this  end, 

A great  deal  of  routine  hard  ¥/ork  has  been  put  in  during 
the  year  to  further  the  clean  food  prograiiimc , nevertheless 
this  is  a matter  Y^hich  requires  constant  vigilance,  especially 
in  a town  such  as  Buxton  with  a high  proportion  of  catering 
establishments  ranging  from  the  small  snack  bar  to  a large 
luxury  hotel,  and  for  the  supervision  of  vHiich  the  present 
staff  with  its  various  other  corimiittments  is  scarcely  adequate. 
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One  acute  sporadic  case  of  salmonella  infection  did  occur 
during  the  year  and  was  of  considerable  nuisance  value  in  as 
much  that  several  of  the  adult  contacts  worked  in  hotels  or 
hospitals  together  with  the  fact  that  the  case  remained 
infective  for  almost  eight  months.  One  cannot  over 

emphasise  the  importance  in  the  spread  of  food  poisoning  of 
the  soiled  hand  and  the  necessity  for  the  provision  of  adequate 
separate  hand  washing  facilities  in  all  food  premises  for  the 
use  by  the  staff,  a statutory  requirement,  together  with  the 
use  either  of  individual  conventional  or  disposable  paper  type 
toviTcls  and  a routine  discipline  to  ensure  that  they  are 
properly  used. 

In  August  a mild  outbreak  of  poliomyelitis  occurred 
involving  five  cases  all  in  children  under  ten  years,  all 
but  one  were  paralytic  and  none  had  been  vaccinated. 

Vigorous  and  effective  measures  were  taken  at  once  to  improve 
the  vaccination  state  in  the  eligible  group  - very  great 
assistance  was  given  to  the  department  by  the  local  press  in 
stressing  the  arguments  for  vaccination  and  encouraging 
parents  to  register  their  children.  Apart  from  notification 

of  measles,  other  infectious  diseases  were  negligible,  only 
three  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified  and  one  feels  that 
vaccination  in  many  cases  in  the  first  three  months  of  life  is 
playing  a vital  role  in  eliminating  this  very  serious  disease 
when  it  occurs  in  infancy, 

. I should  like  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  the 
members  of  the  Borough  Council  for  the  very  great  kindness 
they  have  shown  to  me  and  especially  to  the  members  of  the 
Health  Committee  during  my  first  year  as  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  I should  also  like  to  record  my  thanks  to  all 

the  Officers  and  the  other  departments  for  their  ready  help 
and  co-operation,  and  finally  to  all  the  staff  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  for  all  the  extra  work  which  they  have 
cheerfully  undertaken  in  helping  me  to  become  familiar  with 
the  details  of  a new  appointment.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Water  Supply;  The  Borough  is  almost  entirely 
covered  by  a piped  supply,  and  on  no  occasion  throughout  the 
year  1958  was  there  any  shortage. 

The  vmter  supplies  of  the  Borough  are  mainly  upland 
surface  water.  The  supplies  are  tested  chemically  and 

bacteriologically  at  least  once  a month  and  daily  examinations 
are  conducted  for  the  pH, 

The  Borough  is  served  by  three  main  impounding 
reservoirs  - Stanley  Moor,  Lightvi/ood  and  Burbage  - which  have 
upland  moorland  gathering  grounds.  Subsidiary  supplies 

are  obtained  from  the  carboniferous  limestone  bore  hole  at 
Stanley  Moor  and  the  millstone  grit  bore  hole  at  Portobello, 
Treatment  of  all  supplies  is  carried  out  at  Stanley  Moor  and 
Lightwood  filter  stations,  each  of  which  has  a complete 
filtration,  chemical  dosing  and  chlorination  system.  High 
level  areas  on  Brown  Edge  Road  and  Manchester  Road  are 
served  from  a covered  surface  reservoir  at  Cold  Springs, 

Other  high  level  areas  at  Ladmanlow  and  Harpur  Hill  are 
supplied  from  a second  surface  reservoir  at  Terret,  A 

further  covered  reservoir  of  one  million  gallons  capacity 
is  situated  at  Corbar  and  acts  as  a balancing  tank  to  the 
Lightwood  and  Stanley  Moor  supplies. 

All  other  reservoirs  and  supplies  previously  used 
have  now  been  cut  off. 

The  waters  at  Stanley  Moor  and  Lightwood  have  definite 
plumbo  solvent  action,  but  these  are  carefully  observed  and 
due  precautions  taken  to  minimize  the  plumbo-solvency. 

Whenever  any  sample  of  water  is  found  to  be 
unsatisfactory,  further  sampling  is  carried  out  and 
bacteriologically  pure  water  is  secured  by  means  of 
Chlorination, 


FOOD 

Food  Poisoning  Outbreaks 

There  was  no  case  of  food  poisoning  during  the  year. 
There  was,  however,  one  case  of  a Salmonella  Infection  (not 
food  borne)  and  routine  investigation  was  carried  out,

There  were  I70  cases  of  Measles  notified  during  the 
year,  otherwise  there  was  no  marked  epidemic  of  infectious 
disease  during  1958, 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  County  Council  and  is  carried  out  in  the  Clinic  at 
Bridge  Street,  31 5 children  are  reported  by  the  County 

Council  to  have  been  immunised  against  Diphtheria  during  the 
year.  Medical  Practitioners  were  invited  by  the  County 

to  take  part  in  immunisation.

To  the  Mayor,  Members  of  the  Council  & Burgesses. 

Mr,  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  presentation  of  the  meteorological  report  for  1958 
is  not  an  unmixed  pleasure. 

The  station  v/as  inaugurated  in  1868,  and  was  transferred 
from  the  Devonshire  Royal  Hospital  to  the  Buxton  Corporation 
in  1923*  I'/ly  father,  the  late  Mr.  W,  Pilkington,  was 

appointed  honorary  meteorologist  in  1899?  and  it  has  been  a 
family  responsibility  ever  since. 

The  general  impression  of  1958  is  of  a wot  year. 
Actually,  six  of  the  t¥/elvc  months  had  below-avcrage  rainfall , 
but  once  again,  unfortunately,  with  the  exception  of  August, 
all  the  drier  months  vifore  in  the  winter  and  early  spring, 
November  was  the  driest  month  since  1945?  we  recorded  a mere 
1,79  inches,  only  36%  of  its  average,  February,  the 

shortest,  v/as  also  the  wettest  month,  with  7o77  inches,  or 
196%  of  its  normal  rainfall.  Incidentally,  it  was  the 

wettest  February  since  1946,  June  also  made  history  as 

the  wettest  June  since  1927®  We  splashed  through  7.01 

inches,  or  221%  of  the  average  for  June,  June  7th  had 

the  doubtful  honour  of  being  the  wettest  day  of  the  year 
with  1,26  inches  in  twenty-four  hours. 

We  were  only  able  to  catch  the  sun  for  958  hours  on 
268  days  - well  below  even  our  humble  average,  December 

came  off  very  badly  v/ith  only  5.5  hours  in  the  whole  month, 

July  8th  was  the  sunniest  day,  when  we  revelled  in  13.7  hours. 
Once  more  it  is  necessary  to  emphasize  that  v/e  are  only  able 
to  record  bright  sunshine,  ^ The  slight  haze  that  is  a 

feature  of  most  hilly  regions  prevents  any  mark  on  the 
sun-card.  It  is  cheering  to  note  that  we  had  the 

sunniest  January  since  1934. 

The  prevailing  wind  was  once  again  S.W,  with  N, W,  as 
runner-up. 

On  July  8th  and  19th  we  reached  73°F  - not  a very 
impressive  height,  but  our  best  for  the  year.  We 

dropped  to  18°F  on  January  22nd,  February  9th  and  March  9th;

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  & Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  first  Annual 
Report  as  7/our  Chief  Public  Health  Insnector.  The  report 
covers  the  work  of  the  Department  so  far  as  it  relates  to 
environmental  health  including  reports  on  Meat  Inspection, 
the  Public  Cleansing  Service  and  the  Shops  Act,  1950. 

Appointed  o?i  the  10th  of  January,  1958,  I 
commenced  duty  on  the  10th  of  February,  1958,  a month  after 
my  predecessor  Mr.  Do  Partridge  had  left  to  take  up  the 
appointment  of  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  to  the  Borough 
of  Torquay.  Upon  ray  arrival  there  was  no  Health  Inspector 
to  pass  on  any  information  on  the  general  running  of  the 
Health  Departraent  and  because  of  this  situation  I wish  to 
express  my  appreciation  for  the  va?-uable  guidance  and 
assistance  given  to  me  by  Dro  G.  Cochrane  during  the  five 
months  prior  to  his  retirement  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
He  was  determined  that  in  spite  of  staff  shortage  and  change 
of  Officers  the  smooth  running  of  the  Health  Department  was 
not  to  be  interrupted  and  I shall  ever  be  indebted  to  him 
for  ensuring  that  I was  fully  informed  of  all  matters  out- 
standing prior  to  his  retirsm.ent  in  July,  1958.  The 
Officials  and  Staff  were  sorry  to  see  such  an  active  person 
retire  due  to  age  lira. it.. 

Mr.  J.Mo  Pickering  on  the  Staff  of  the  Liverpool 
Public  Health  Departraent  v/as  appointed  Additional  Public 
Health  Inspector  in  June,  1958,  j'-irit  i L QopLoiiibL.i:'  bL^ruiie 
1-in  i n Mr'-:. 

Having  made  an  appreciation  of  the  situation 
shortly  after  taking  up  my  appointment,  priority  through- 
out the  year  has  been  given  to  matters  of  Housing,  Pood 
Hygiene  and  Public  Cleansing,  whilst  at  the  same  time 
routine  inspections  and  investigation  of  complaints  have 
continued.  These  items  will  be  dealt  with  in  greater  detail 
in  a statistical  report  v/hich  follows.  Although  there  have 
been  no  outstanding  achievements  during  the  year  under 
review  every  endeavour  has  teen  made  to  maintain  an 
efficient  service  under  the  difficulties  of  Staff  shortage, 
inclement  weather  and  sickness. 
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I am  indebted  to  Miss  J Yates  and  Miss  E.  Gibbs 
who  have  given  to  me  and  the  Gorporationj  loyal  and 
efficient  service  throughout  the  year,  their  knov/ledge 
of  the  v/orking  of  the  Department  over  past  years  has 
proved  very  valuable  to  me. 

In  conclusion  I v/ould  like  to  express  my  thanks 
to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee 
for  their  support  and  assistance  and  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  Tov/n  Clerk  and  Officials  of  other 
Departments  for  their  guidance,  co-operation  and  advice 
during  the  year.

The  v/eekly  collection  oP  house  and  trade  refuse  has 
been  riiaintained  throughout  the  year.  Hotels, 
restaurants  and  trade  nremises  situated  in  the  busy 
areas  of  the  Borough  received  a tv/ice  or  thrice 
v.'eekly  collection. 

The  Borough  is  divided  into  three  areas,  each  area 
being  served  by  an  S.  u D.  Freighter  i/ith  a cre^.:  of 
one  driver  and  four  men.  On  the  ne^;’  Victoria  Parle 
Estate  the  refuse  collect i, on  team  is  augmented  by 
an  extra  man  on  three  days  of  the  neoi:  due  to  the 
increased  number  of  bins  to  be  collected  on  those 
days.  On  average  8,332  bins  are  collected  from 
6,133  premises  nith  an  estimated  tonnage  collected 
of  121  tons  weekly. 

During  the  year  the  old  nre-n/ar  S.  d D.  Freighter 
used  for  the  collection  of  salvage  v/as  scrapped 
and  replaced  by  a 33  cv/t  Bedford  van.  The  salvage 
collection  round  expanded  \/ith  the  introduction  of 
the  ne\r  van  and  as  a result  the  tonnage  of  salvage 
collected  increased.  Unfortunately  the  selling 
price  of  all  salvageable  materials  fell  around  that 
time  and  it  v/as  found  necessary  to  increase  output 
to  maintain  income.  The  collection  of  paper  salvage 
so  increased  that  the  existing  baling  machine  v/as 
unable  to  cone  v/itli  the  amounts  and  all  storage 
accomi:iodat ion  was  filled  to  capacity  and  even  v/ith 
the  baling  machine  Oner at or  working  overtime  some 
salvage  materials  had  to  be  diverted  to  the  Controlled 
Tip.  As  a result  an  order  was  placed  for  a larger 
baling  press  to  deal  >j/ith  the  extra  materials.

Refuse  Disposal  is  carried  out  by  Controlled  Tipping, 
levelled  and  consolidated  by  use  of  a Muledoser.  A 
Thorneycroft  side^- loader  is  engaged  for  the  collection 
of  covering  materials  for  the  Tip  surface,  principally 
ashes,  and  v/hen  not  so  engaged  the  vehicle  is  used  to 
collect  special  loads  and  "stand  in"  for  the  other 
vehicles  during  the  vehicle  maintenance  periods. 
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All  interesting  point  is  that  during  the  year  only  one 
employee  left  the  refuse  collection  service  on  health 
grounds  and  he  was  found  light  iforlc  within  the  Department. 
The  teams  have  \7orlied  wells  complaints  have  been  fev/  and 
upon  investigation  of  refusals  by  the  men  to  empty  the 
bins  it  vfas  found  that  in  each  case  the  so  called  refuse 
bins,  possessing  no  carrying  handles,  contained  ap'''rox“ 
imately  house  refuse  the  remainder  consisting  of 
building  rubble  and  garden  refuse. 

The  provisions  of  the  "Litter  Act"  were  impressed  upon 
the  men  and  the  old  habit  of  placing  bins  on  the  curb- 
side  v/ithout  lids  is  gradually  being  overcome  by 
supervision,  as  also  is  the  practice  of  tipon-g  the 
vehicles  in  the  street  \/ith  the  dust  doors  ooen. 

The  Btaff  of  the  Corporation  vehicle  maintenance  depot 
have  co-operated  well  in  ensuring  the  vehicles  are- kept 
roadwoi'thy  and  very  little  time  has  beeii  lost  due  to 
br  eakdov.iis .

The  licensed  slaughterhouse  at  Haslin  Farm  is  still 
liraited.  to  the  slaughter  of  pigs  only  by  reason  of  the 
structural  design.  The  Buxton  Butchers  who  do  not  buy 
meat  wholesale  or  have  their  beasts  etc. , slaughtered 
at  Chapel-on-le-Frith  continue  to  use  the  slaughterhouse 
at  Chelmorten. 

The  practice  of  your  Tublic  Health  Inspectors  carrying 
out  Meat  Inspection  at  Chelmorten  v/as  continued.  This 
involved  Meat  Inspection  on  at  least  three  nights  per 
'.■eek  after  7.30  p.m.  including  Bank  Holidays,  and  every 
Saturdaj^  afternoon  at  5.30  pim,  nevertheless  it  i/as 
found  possi.ble  to  laaintain  iOO;  Meat  Inspection. 

The  introduction  of  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958  may 
influence  future  slaughtering  arrangements  as  the 
holder  of  the  Licence  of  the  slaughterhouse  at  Haslin 
Farm  has  indicated  his  intention  of  carrying  out  such 
structural  alterations  to  render  the  building  suitable 
for  the  slaughter  of  cattle,  sheep  and  pigs  and  to 
comply  ’7ith  any  regulations  iiiade  under  the  Slaughter- 
houses Act.
